For those interested in the three laws regarding animals left in a deadly surrounding, here are the three laws- Release of 
Liability, illegal to leave an animal in a harmful or deadly situation, Fines and Sentences. Read Below: 


THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA DO ENACT AS FOLLOWS: 


Release of liability 

43.100. (a) There shall not be any civil liability on the part of, and no cause of action shall accrue against, a person for property 
damage or trespass to a motor vehicle, if the damage was caused while the person was rescuing an animal in accordance with 
subdivision (b) of Section 597.7 of the Penal Code. 

(b) The immunity from civil liability for property damage to a motor vehicle that is established by subdivision (a) does not affect a 
person’s civil liability or immunity from civil liability for rendering aid to an animal. 

Below is the law that makes it illegal to leave an animal in a vehicle. 

597.7. (a) A person shall not leave or confine an animal in any unattended motor vehicle under conditions that endanger the 
health or well-being of an animal due to heat, cold, lack of adequate ventilation, or lack of food or water, or other circumstances 
that could reasonably be expected to cause suffering, disability, or death to the animal. 
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(b) (1) This section does not prevent a person from taking reasonable steps that are necessary to remove an animal from a 
motor vehicle if the person holds a reasonable belief that the animal’s safety is in immediate danger from heat, cold, lack of 
adequate ventilation, lack of food or water, or other circumstances that could reasonably be expected to cause suffering, 
disability, or death to the animal. 

(2) A person who removes an animal from a vehicle in accordance with paragraph (1) is not criminally liable for actions taken 
reasonably and in good faith if the person does all of the following: 

(A) Determines the vehicle is locked or there is otherwise no reasonable manner for the animal to be removed from the vehicle. 

(B) Has a good faith belief that forcible entry into the vehicle is necessary because the animal is in imminent danger of suffering 
harm if it is not immediately removed from the vehicle, and, based upon the circumstances known to the person at the time, the 
belief is a reasonable one. 

(C) Has contacted a local law enforcement agency, the fire department, animal control, or the “911” emergency service prior to 
forcibly entering the vehicle. 

(D) Remains with the animal in a safe location, out of the elements but reasonably close to the vehicle, until a peace officer, 
humane officer, animal control officer, or another emergency responder arrives. 

(E) Used no more force to enter the vehicle and remove the animal from the vehicle than was necessary under the 
circumstances. 

(F) Immediately turns the animal over to a representative from law enforcement, animal control, or another emergency 
responder who responds to the scene. 

Prosecution fines 

597.7.(c) Unless the animal suffers great bodily injury, a first conviction for violation of this section is punishable by a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) per animal. If the animal suffers great bodily injury, a violation of this section is punishable 
by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500), imprisonment in a county jail not exceeding six months, or by both a fine 
and imprisonment. Any subsequent violation of this section, regardless of injury to the animal, is also punishable by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars ($500), imprisonment in a county jail not exceeding six months, or by both a fine and 
imprisonment. 

Note: Fines (above) are only part of the penalty. Court fees and other charges are added to these numbers. The $100 first time 
fine turns into close to $300 after the court fees are added.
